It would allow sales 
only on registered ex changes, at 
p ublic auction and to dealers and 
brokers under securities commis­ 
sion regulation.

Bilaway o, Southern Rhodesia 
(iP) — Fears of a long-dreaded 
black up rising in Africa, sp urred 
by recent native strike riots in 
the 
cop p er 
mines near 
here 
which culminated in the killing 
of seven strikers and the wound­ 
ing of several Europ eans, are 
still far from quieted. 
White residents uneasily are 
ey eing the sp read of 
notorious 
“watch tower“ movement with 
its false all-p owerful gosp el th at 
American Negroes, hearing of 
the African natives’ “ill-treat­ 
m ent,” are mobilizing an army 
and coming over to drive out the 
white op p ressors. 
The “watch tower” sect has 
swamp ed 
the 
country 
with 
p am p hlets calling on the natives 
to rise and seize Africa. As a re­ 
sult, officials have 
noticed a 
mounting disresp ect bordering on 
insolence among the natives — 
danger signs for the handful of 
whites ruling millions of p ri­ 
marily savage blacks. 
The sect began in 1902 in the 
Transvaal, where black witch 
doctors took the doctrines of an 
American religious group called 
“watch tower” and twisted them 
to suit local conditions. The sect 
sp read like wild-fire, ebbed, then 
flared again in 1925 when it 
reached a climax in the horrible 
“Mwanalesa murders.” 
Mwanalesa p roclaimed himself 
“watch tower” leader and savior 
of black Africa, p reaching th a t 
the whites m ust be slain or driv­ 
en out. Garbed in white robes, 
he bap tised thousands of dis­ 
cip les, incidentally holding those 
he disliked 
under w ater until 
they drowned, while his follow­ 
ers, wildly enthusiastic and ap ­ 
p roving, sang “Onward, Chris­ 
tian Soldiers.” 
Mwanalesa built a stockaded 
village, armed his followers and 
inflicted torture and death on 
all who refused to p ay tribute. 
Finally , after 17 8 known m ur­ 
ders, he was cap tured and ev- 
ecuted. But sup erstitions natives 
believe he will return “when he 
is ready ” to lead them against 
the whites.

reaching here, a new “Mwana­ 
lesa,” claiming to 
be 
imbued 
with the flaming sp irit of the 
dead 
leader, 
is
